Four of the five floors east of the fire-proof 
wall which divides the building of the Wind- 
sor Folding-Bed Company, Nos. 497 to 505 
West Kinzie street, were completely gutted 
yesterday morning by the fire which started 
about 4:20 o’clock. The watchman saw it, 
but. was so flurried that he forget his keys 
as he went to turn in an alarm. Officer 
Sullivan of the West Chicago Avenue Station 
did it for him and in a few minutes turned in 
a second. The building was full of com- 
pleted beds, and the dry wood and 
varnish blazed furiously. The firemen found 
it hard work to keep the flames from reach- 
ing the west half of the building over the 
fire-proof wall. During the blaze Lieut. W. 
D. Quirk and Pipeman Kuhiback of Chemical

FAVOR THE ENIGHTS OF LABOR. 


The American Bishops at Rome Speak in 
Support of the Order. 

Rome, March 1.—The American Bishops 
take a favorable view of the organization 
known in the United States as the Knights 
of Labor. Cardinal Gibbons has placed be- 
fore the Vatican a formal statement as to 
the nature of the organization and the atti- 
tude the church should adopt toward it. 
The Cardinal says in this connection that he 
considers any condemnation of the Knights 
would be not only useless but highly inop- 
portune, and might alienate the sympa- 
thy of the American laboring classes 
from the church and hamper the 
mission of the church toward the 
laboring poor. In addition tothe above posi- 
tions recommended by the statement of Car- 
dinal Gibbons, the primate treats the alarm- 
ist theories respecting the Knights of Labor 
as puerile, and says nearly one-third of the 
men belonging to the organization are Roman 
Catholics. Respecting the charge that the 
association is a secret order, the Cardinal 
says itis not a secret society in the sense 
condemned by the church, and is consequent- 
ly exempt from canonical censure. In Canada 
the case is different. Cardinal Gibbons 
further says he considers the organization of 
the Knight of Labor in the United States not 
only a harmless but possibly a beneficial 
one, assisting in the eventual settlement of 
the great question of the proper relations be- 
tween labor and capital.

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SCANDAL IN HOOSIERUOM. 


SUITS AGAINST TRUSTEES OF THE IN- 
DIANA INSANE HOSPITAL. 


The Investigation Reveals Much WNegli- 
gence in the Management—Discovery of 
Frauds in the Accounts—A House Demo- 
crat Declares for Col. Robertson—Law- 
Making in Minnesota and Wisconsin— 
Dakota Revenue Keforms — Woman's 
Suffrage in Rhode Island. 

“ Inpranapo.is, Ind., March 1.— [Special.] 

The investigation into the management of 

the insane hospital has practically ended. 

The testimony adduced at the closing ses- 

sions of the committee was among the most 

sensational brought out. Col. Shannon, ex- 

Clerk of La Porte County, a bookkeeper of 

nearly twenty years’ experience, testified 

that he had examined the books and papers 
of the hospital for the insane—the ‘ledger, 
journal, day-book, voucliers, and 

books—and found the liabilities Oct. 31, 1886, 

the close of the last fiscal year, to have been 

$10,870. The books themselves on the face 

showed the liabilities to have been 2,028. 

The report of the trustees submitted to the 

Governor and printed is made to show 

an unexpended balance for the fiscal year 

ending Oct. 31, 1886, of $13,243. This evi- 
dence was a great surprise, for heretoforé 


there had been no suspicion even that the 
finances of the institution were not correctly; 


accounted for. Two experts who have made 
an examination of the boilers now in use at 
the hospital, put in eighteen months ago, 
testified that they are in a very bad condi- 
tion, being patched considerably, and that a 
sudden increase of pressure to forty or sixty 
pounds would probably cause an expiosion. 
First-class boilers of their age would not 
have required the patching done on them. 
The employés’ record .showed that between 
June, 1883, and February, 1887, 416 had re- 
signed and 232 had n disch The 
present force numbers 365, the largest 
roster in the history of the institü⸗- 
tion, so that in less than four years 
there had been according to the 
ea three — changes of employés.

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Democratic Bosses Criticised in the House 


—The Two Branches Disagree. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., March 1.—[Special.]—

PROVIDENCE, R. I., March 1.—[{Special.]—

Hindrances to Exports. 

In 1881 the value of the cheese exported 
from this country was $16,000,000. Last year 
it was $6,500,000.. The value of the butter ex- 
ported in 1881 was $6,000,000. Last year it 
was about half às much. In 1881 the value of 
the lard exported was $35,000,000; in 1885 it 
was $22,000,000. 

The reason given by members of the New 
York Produce Exchange for the falling off in 
the exports of cheese no doubt applies with 
equal force to many other articles—plainly so 
to butter and lard. That reason is adultera- 


‘tion. Resolutions were adopted setting forth 


that I. arge quantities of cheese are manu- 
factured in some parts of the West from 
which the cream has been entirely extracted 
by the separator process, substituting animal 
and vegetable fats; and that this bogus 
cheese, being shipped to Great Britain, is 
working a serious injury to legitimate trade 
by bringing American dairy products into 
disrepute.’ 

The adulteration of lard and the manufact- 
ure of spurious butter have long been noto- 
rious and have given a bad name to American 
products, with the result seen in the loss of 
what was a sure and profitable market.—Zx.

The Question to Be Settied by the Military 
Staffs.

than anxious for war with Austria, the

must be restless under the idea that the en- 
emy whom they must fight soon—we assume 
that Prince Bismarck uttered his real belief 
on that point—is monthly growing stronger. 
It is useless to accuse the German staff of 
callousness for entertaining such a senti- 
ment. They think of themselves ds humane 
for feeling it, as trustees for the lives and 
reputations of the trained youth of Germany, 
which will be sacrificed in vain if they are 
defeated. When war can be avoided, a 
scientific General thinks like another man; 
but when it cannot—and that is the assump- 
tion—he is under terrible pressure to select 
the time which, in his judgment and not the 
enemy’s, is the fittest to insure a quick, a 
non-sanguinary, and a successful paign. 
Military staffs are duelists from one point of 
view; but ordinary duelists are not trustees 
for others’ imbs and lives. That argument, 
„ You will save 50,000 wen,” is a natural one 
in g Von Moltke’s mouth, and will completely 
blind any staff officer to the immorality of 
shooting a burglar onty because he is con- 
vinced that the man has plotted burglary. 
There is still, of course, a chance. of peace, 
owing to the terrible nature of the risk 
which each power ney run. France, if war 
begins, may have Italy as wellas Russia on 
her, hands—for the war with Abyssinia can 
wait—and we question if the German Chan- 
cellor is quite so confident in Russian assur- 
ances as he gave himself out to be. Either 
power may hesitate; but hesitation will not 
solve the dilema, or even reduce it. It is 
the retreat of one side or the other from 
its condition of visible readines¢ which is 
required; and what hope is there of such a 
retreat? The German Emperor has staked 
his throne upon a renewal of the Septenate 
with an increased force, and is certain not to 
retire, while the Government which with- 
drew the French army from its eastern 
border would be condemned for cowardice. 
Nothing; be it remembered, must be done, 
or can done, which the armies—that is, 
the officers, now as numerous as an army— 
consider dishonorable; and their  feel- 
ing is that withdrawal before menace con- 
stitutes dishonor,—- London Spectator.

The Rev. Charles Ward, the Wife-Shooter, 
Sane—His Brutality. 

New YOr«K, March 1.—(Special.]|—The wife of 
the Rev. Charles W. Ward, the rector of St. 
Paul's Episcopal Church st Englewood, N. J., 
who was shot through the jaw by er husband. 
who also shot himseif in the head, Tuesday morn- 
ing, Feb. , at the rectory in Englewood, was re- 
moved today to the home of her brother-in-law,

sireas, New Vork. Mrs. Ward was carried from 


the rectory at 1 o'clock in the afternoon to a car- 
riage, and, accompanied by a sister who came 
from Chicago immediately after the shooting, 
and by Dr. Daniel M. Stimson of No. 11 West 
Seventeenth street, was driven to the Fort 
Lee Ferry and erossed to West One Hundred 
and Twenty-fifth street. Several trunks 
were sent by rail. The removal took place very 
quietly and without any scene. Mr. Ward was 
told later that his wife had left the rectory. She 
was carried to the room she had occupied in Mr. 
Vanderpoel's house for years before she met Mr. 
Ward, and was quite comfortable last night. 
Dr. Stimson called in the eng but 
she is now — 7 out ot anger. 
The following authoritative statement in behalf 
of Mrs. Ward was made tonight: Now that 
Mrs. Ward has been removed from Mr, Ward's 
house, where no possible harm can come to her 
through further violence from her husband, it 
must be truthfully stated that Mr. Ward willfully 
shot his wife. It was the crowning act in a iong 
period of brutal violence to her. It seems al- 
most incredible, but that powerful man 
has treated that frail woman like a 
dog. His moments of anger were frequent 
and bitter, while his wife is a sweet tem- 
pered and lovable woman. There was not the 
slightest cause for the shooting. He simply be- 
came at her and shot her. Perhaps he had 
been drinking. Mr. Ward has been consciots 
from a few hours after he shot himself. He was 
not insane when he shot his wife.“ ; 

It wae also said that the first thing Ward said 
when he regained consciousness the day of the 
shooting Was to ask if any of Mrs. Ward's rela- 
tives would prosecute him. Ward is kept in

PARK RIDGE'S OLDEST SETTLER. 


Death of Mrs. Caroline Danielsa—Her Fu- 
neral to Take Place Today. 

Park Ridge, a little village on the Chicago & 
Northwestern Railway, lost its oldest settier by 
death last Monday morning. Mrs. Caroline Dan- 
iels, or Mrs. Brown as she was popularly known, 
had been a resident of Cook County since early 
in the forties, coming here with her father and 
mother, Josiah and Susan Goodspeed, from Rut- 
land County, Vermont. In 1846 the family moved 
to Park Ridge, the daughter, Caroline, having 
previously married a Mr. Haskins. Mr. and Mrs. 


Haskins were among the first to take up their 
abode in that village, and for some months they 
occupied the first building—a one-story frame 
erected anywhere in the vicinity. The ensuing 
year they moved into a tmall frame cottage erect- 


ed for them. and located near the centre of the | 


quarter-section of land enteredup bythem. This 
cottage at first consisted of one large room and an 
ati above, but several additions have been built 
since, and the structure has been partially re- 
deemed from its original primitiveness. ntil 
the land was entered up the prairies for miles 
around had never been broken by the plow, and 
for some years succeeding the family’s settle- 
ment there the struggle for existence was a sharp 
one. Her first husband died early in the fifties, 
and for a time Mrs. Haskins found it difficult to 
get along, especially as she had two young daugh- 
ters and a son to care for. Both of the daughters 
are living, one at Park Ridge as the wife of A. 
. Whitcomb, and the other in this city as the 
wife of John Turner. The son was killedin the 
ar, having been in the Union Army. Later 
rs. Haskins became Mrs. Brown, and from that 
time on life was far easier. Five children were 
the fruits of the second marriage, four of whom 
are living. all of them daughters. The third 
husband, Paul Daniels; to whom she was mar- 
ried in 1871, is left to mourn his loss. 
Park Ridge is thirteen miles from the city and 
occupies an elevated site overlooking the Des- 
plaines River. When Mrs. Daniels first settled 
there the now good-sized village boasted two 
small frame houses, one of which remains. It 
was erected by Mancel Talcott Jr., and is quite 
near the railway station. The other was on the 
site now occupied by the brick residence of Capt. 
W. P. Black. In these early days no one thought 
of anything but agriculture, with Chicago as the 
market. In 1854, however, the railroad was built 
and about the same time some one discovered 
that the country in the vicinity of Park Ridge 
abounded in a good clay for brick-making pur- 
poses. A brickyard was accordingly started, 
and for a number of years a 
great deal of the 8 brick 
used in this city came from the little village. The 
99 ee | industry languished early in the 
sixties, but following that came the advent of 
city people looking for suburban homes. The 
demand for property was so great at one time 
that Mrs. Daniels was offered 8400 per acre for 
Mer holdings, but she refused it, ieving that 
she would 88 t more. The property 
today is worth about $1 r acre, and the value 
of the estate about $12,000. Mrs, Daniels’ home 
was about one mile from the railway station, and 
for years past has enjo a reputation for hos- 
pitality second to none in the entire section. No 
tramp ever left its doors nang. and there was 
no sick or needy.’ person in e neighborhood 
whom Mrs. Daniels refused to succor. She was 
beloved in the village, and in fact throughout the 
whole country having Park Ridge as its centre, 
and there are few families who do not mourn her 


death as a personal loss. 


Although the oldest settler of Park Ridge Mrs. 
Daniels talked comparatively little of the early 
days, and seldom called up any reminiscences of 
the past. She was a ae worker, and 
spent all her time at her household duties or in 
visiting the sick and needy of the neighborhood. 
She was a prominent member of the Methodist 
denomination, and was always at the front in 
church work. In her early days she was consid- 
‘ered a very handsome woman, and even at the 
time of her death, although 67 years of age, pre- 
sented a comely appearance. The immediate 
cause of death was typhoid-fever, which devel- 
oped from a cold contracted two weeks ago last 
Sunday. The interment takes place at 10:30 this 
morning in Mound Ridge, Norwood.

Poison to Pretty Gunda Schoephner.

North Clark street lives Mrs. Schoephner, an 
elderly German woman, the sister of Officer Max 
Heidelmeyer and the first Mrs. Krug. She has a 
duughter, Adelgunde, aged 19 years, a pretty and 
interesting girl, who is affectionately known in 
the family and to the neighborhood as Gunda.“ 
As cousins of the same age this young woman 
and the unfortunate Lucy Heidelmeyer were

dined with Lucy at 
on Larrabee street, and Lucy returned 
the visits, being accompanied on se- 
eral occasions by her. stepfather. Gunda 
was present at the funerals which atended Krug's 
successive widowhoods, and was shocked each 
time by proposals for marriage from Krug even 
before the services of the dead were completed. 
This is vouched for by Ida. Rosenstein, Mrs. 
Anderson, and others. 

About the time of Lucy's death Gunda fell ill 
with a similar complaint, and, although the best 
medical aid has been invoked in her behalf, the 
seeds of an unconquerable disease seem to have 
been sown in her system. She has been con- 
fined to her bed, and last week sunk almost into 
collapse. During the last few days she has rallied 
and appears to be improving. Her friends 
declare their confidence in the belief that Krug 
poisoned her out of pure malignity, as after his 
first advances she made no effort to conceal her 
aversion forhim. Dr. Geifelt, who has been in 
attendance upon her recently, does not care to 
venture an opinion. The family will invite the 


attention of the County Physician and experts to 


the case. 
Another evidence of Krug's cruel nature is that 
hé has left his little 6-year old daughter, the only 
surviving relative of his blood, without means of 
support. He ordered the sale of his entire be- 
ngings to increase the fund for his defense and 
left the girl destitute. Friends of the family have 
assumed her care, and although Krug asks to see 
her at the jail they decline the request on the 
ground that he has done nothing to merit this 
comfort.

News FroM MILWAUKEE.—The anticipated 


| Strike of printers engaged upon work in the En- 


glish daily newspaper and job printing offices of 
the city went into effect at 1 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon, all offers of a compromise from the 
proprietors having been rejected by the Typo- 
graphical Union. Yesterday morning another 
meeting of the union’s Executive Committee and 
the publishers of the three daily papers princi- 
pally interested—the Sentinel, Journal, and Tren- 
ing Wisconsin—was held, and the proposition of 
Monday by the publishers to compromise and 
pay an advance of three cénts per 1,000 ems, in- 
stead of the five cents asked, was renewed; but, 
acting upon the decision of the union 
to accept no compromise whatever, the 
committee retired, totally ignoring the proffer 
made to them. Promptly at 1 o'clock every stick 
held by a union man was dropped, coats were 
thrown on, and the printers walked out, to as- 
semble at their council chamberan hour ister 


and renew their vows to stand firm until their 


demands shall be acceded to. This being their 
determination, a bitter struggle seems inevitable, 
as the publishers are equally as firm in the stand 
which they have taken. They have affixed their 
signatures to an agreement to not yield, but to 
make this an occasion for a final decision as to 
whether the union or the proprietors shall have 
supremacy, the latter claiming that the points 
raised in this fight actually involve the question 
as to whether the employé or the employ- 
er shall govern the 


aper offices are affected by the 
5 . s job-office, as well as the Sunday 
Telegraph and the News (weeklies), have satis- 
fied the printers’ demands and will experience 
no inconvenience. 

Shortly after the hour set for the walk-out” 
there were amus scenes to be witnessed at 
the different printing-offices. At the Journal 
office reporters were called to the case, the man- 
aging tor wus transformed into a makeup,“ 
and several members of the force in the business- 
oftice were given sub stools in the composing- 
rooms. The Wisconsin made no effort to get up 
any additional matter after the printers quit, sim- 

ly going to press with such as was to be had. 

he Sentinel typos ordered up an express sleigh 
and loaded it with their stools, shades, and other 
office furniture to which they had claim. Crowds 
were gathered about the offices during the greater 
part of the afternoon, and the strike was the 
ruling topic of conversation throughout the city. 
The publishers claim that they will tomorrow 
issue their respective papers as usual, asking the 
public’s induigence for the decre amount of 
news matter that can be given for a few days. 
They say they have not gone into this fight with 
their eyes closed, but see their way out in a path 
quite sutisfactory to them. They hint of having 
made arrangements with non-unionists enough 
to carry on their work in a fairly acceptable man- 
ner for the immediate occasion. It is expected 
that non-unionist printers will arrive on early 
morning trains, and lively times are anticipated 
by efforts of the union to prevent newcomers 
from engaging in work here. N 

In the Sentinel office last night a force of ten 
people were at work in the composing-room, that 
number having, it is said, been mainly secured 
from the lower offices. The foreman of the office, 
not a union man, remained on duty. The strik- 
ers are orderly, and announce their determina- 
tion to abstain from any violence or injury to 
property.

YERKES’ JACKSON STREET SCHEME. 


Opposition of Mr. John B. Drake—Action 
of the Board of Trade. 

The Board of Trade had a quorum in the call- 
room yesterday afternoon when the association 
got down to the consideration of Mr. Yerkes’ 
scheme to lay a single track on Jackson street 
opposit the Board of Trade Building. Charlie 
Scates, the confessed agent of Yerkes, was not 
satisfied with again submitting the miid resolu- 
tion offered by him at yesterday’s meeting, but 
moved the adoption of the following more for- 
midable one: 

WHEREAS, The North Chicago Street Railway 
Company proposes to lay a track on Jackson 
street to connect its track on La Salle street 
with a track on Dearborn street; and 

WHEREAS, It is necessary for said company to 
present to the Common Council the petition of 
the majority of the t requet property-owners on 


said Jackson street requesting said Council to 
jing said company to 


grant an ordinance authori 
lay said track; therefore, 

Resolved, That the proper officers of the asso- 
ciation be directed to sign the said petition. 

Tom Sullivan, as before. seconded the adop- 
tion of the resolution, and John B. Drake rose to 
get in a word for the Grand Pacific. He majn- 
tained that a cable line on Jackson street would 
ruin his hotel business and intimated that he had 
a remonstrance against the scheme signed by 

roperty-owners controlling 400 feet, more than 
— 4 of the abutting property. Mr. Drake 
mentioned that Yerkes had been to see him about 
the matter six months ago and his opinion then 
was exactly what it is now. 

W. T. Baker, amid uproar, moved that the reso- 
lution be laid on the table, but on a call for yeas 
and nays the volume of sound was so precisely 
similar that recourse was had to a show of hands, 
with the result that the Chair declared the nays 
to have it. 

Charlie Scates again pressed the adoption of 
the resolution, whereupon W. T. Baker moved 
that the matter be referred to the association 
for a vote by ballot. 

Charles Counselman said he thought the board's 
sentiment. when gry od understood, was in 
favor of a cable on La Satie street, but as far as 
he could gather the proposition of the North 
Side Railway Company was entirely different. 
He understood that that company meant to run 
on Market street, and cover a section of the 
South Side that would afford no benefit or con- 
venience to Boardof Trade men. He thought 
Jackson street too narrow for a cable line. 

Mr. Scates then tried his best to explain what 
he aptly termed the boodle“ ordinance, and 
hinted that ifthe North Side Railway Company 
did not get a loop on Jackson street it would 
switch in front of the Grand Pacific and the 
Board of Trade. ; ; 

John B. Drake's Ney at this point got al- 
most to white heat, and he shouted: You won't 
do anything of the kind. The cable plan will 
ruin the Pacific.”” What do we care about the 
Pacific?’ yelled the crowd. 

Mr. Scates here admitted that he was acting 
for Yerkes and owned that he had received his 
latest hints the same morning from Yerkes’ con- 
fidential bookkeeper.

Chairman Klehm held a consultation with

Perceiving that Mr. Grinnell’s only desire was to 
protect the county loss, Mr. Aldrich came

is ended. This seemed to satisfy Mr. Kelling, 
who said he was a poor man and needed the 
$17,000 to pay off debts contracted on uccount of 
the job. r. Aldrich then tried to see Chairman 
Klehm and State’s-Attorney Grinnell and get 
their views on the matter, but was unable to get 
them all together. It was therefore agreed to 
meet this morning and decide the matter.

THE NEW LAW AND PASSENGER RATES. 

The report of the General Passenger 
Agetits of the Southwestern Association 
gives a very fair and reasonable interpreta- 
tion of the Inter-State Commerce act in its 
application to passenger rates and shows 
how easy it will be for railroad officials to 
make the required readjustment of tariffs. 
As railroad officials come to the actual ap- 
plication of the new law, the Gorgons, 
Hydras, and Chimeras dire” that alarmed 
them a few weeks ago are rapidly disappear- 
ing. Nothing is heard now about the new 
law requiring an aggregation of local charges 
on through traffic or travel, or that it will 
compet the roads to abandon long-distance 
business to save their local charges. In fact, 
the passenger agents had but little trouble 
in framing the regulations needed to meet 
the requirements of the new law and at the 
same time preserve and promote the business 
of the lines. 

On most points the passenger agents ap- 
prove Commissioner Fink’s exposition of the 


law, but tuey seem to avoid his one serious 


error and do not hold* that the existence of 
competition créates dissimilar circumstances 
and will justify @ greater charge from an in- 
termediate non-competitive point than froma 
more distant place where there is competi- 
tion between carriers, The passenger agents 
apply the short-haul rule to passenger rates 
very strictly and declare that its require- 
ments cannot be evaded: Indeed, they go to 
the extent of holding that while a railroad 
may charge less than first-class rates 
for a ticket of restricted availability, 


‘| still there must be an observance of the 
short-haul principle even as between a longer. 


journey on a limited ticket and à shorter on 
an unlimited stop-over ticket—a strictness 
of interpretation which is fairly open to ques- 
tion. On the other hand, the passenger 
agents interpret the law as recognising first, 
second, and third class tickets, with the 
charges for each proportioned to the accom- 
modations furnished. Likewise they think the 
law can be construed te permit the carriage 
of children free or at half rates. Bo, too, they 
hold that owing to dissimiiarity of condi- 
tions and circumstances extra oharges may 
be made for special trains of unusual serv- 
ices. In almost every instance the passenger 
agents cotistrue the clause as to substan- 
tially similar conditions and circumstances” 
in such @ manner as to preserve the short- 
haul principle, prohibit. arbitrary discrimina- 
tion between persons, and yet to allow such 
differences in fates as are reasonable and 
just in themselves. 

The greatestdifficulty the passenger agents 
had was in applying the clause of the law 
which reads: “Nothing in this act shall 
apply to the issuance of mileage, excursion, 
or commutation passenger tickets.” It lias 
been claimed in some quarters that this pro- 
vision leaves the railroads as free as before 
to practice diserimination and favoritism in 
respect to the class of tickets described, but 
the passenger agents adopted a much 
more reasonable interpretation. They hold 
that the exemption applies ouly to 
the manner of issuing the tickets 
and releases thé carriers from the 
obligation to publish mileage, conimutation, 
and excursion rates, give ten days’ notice of 
change, etc., but that nevertheless such spe- 
cial rates must be furnished all persons on 
the same terms. Unquestionably this is a cor- 
rect view of the law. Under it the railroads 
can grant special terms to excursion parties 
and the like, but the reduced rate must be 
open to all who apply for transportation 
under similar conditions and circumstances, 
and not be furnished one and denied another. 
The passenger agents eonstrue strictly the 
prohibition of reduced rates to any one but 
“ministers of religion,” and declare that 
even “charity cases,dumb or blind people, 
disabled soldiers, temperance workers, 


this conclusion seems to follow the language 
of the Inter-State Commerce act, but under 
the rule which goverus the interpretation 
of a penal statute it is not at ali likely that 
the courts or the Inter-State Commerce Com- 
mission would ever determine to punish a 
railroad for furnishing free transportation in 
a case of actual charity. The 
agents seem to take this view and express 
the hope that some way can be found 

to authorize frec ne in “ worthy 
eas * 

On the whole the passenger agents of the 
Southwestern Association have given the 
new law a very fair, equitable, beneficial in- 
terpestation. Their conclusions support well 


railways represented with reference to the 
Inter-State Commerce law is that of obodi- 
ence to its requirements in the spirit as well 
as in the letter, and of codperation with the 
constituted authorities thereunder.” If other 
roads and combinations of roads will act 
with equal ‘intelligence and fairness there 
need be little difficulty in e the new 
law into effect.

|‘ STATE APPROPRIATIONS. 

The jaunty air and positive tone with which 
the Central Labor Union demands that the 
State shall buy and operate all the coal 
mines within its border, and draw on the 
State Treasury for the money, would indicate 
that the organization is run by géntlemen 
who have served apprenticeships in the man- 
agement of State institutions, especially hos- 
pitals for the insane. At any rate, the bank- 
ruptcy ot the State—the inevitable practical 
result of the scheme—is by no means de- 
pendent upon any help from that source, and 
to insure its accomplishment it is only neces- 
sary to make the appropriations demanded 
by the various State institutions; more par- 
ticularly those devoted to the care of luna- 
tics. The coal-pits would swallow at least 
20 millions—more likely 30 millions, The ap- 
propriations already asked of this General 
Assembly foot up $11,550,234, with the list 
still incomplete. As the mercurial Mercutio 
suggested, a wound may be fatal without be- 
ing as wide as a barn-door. 

This appalling aggregate is the footing of 
thirty-seven bills. As the Legislature meets 
biennially the appropriations should be 
halved to give the average annual drain upon 
the State Treasury, $5,779,617; that is, in 
round numbers, $3,000,000 a year in excess of 
the State revenue. A detailed statement of 
the case,.in tabular form, was given in Tue 
TRIBUNE Monday, and the taxpayers of the 
State cannot afford to be indifferent to that 
note of alarm. The log-roliers are at work, 
and if their combine“ holds the State of 
Illinois, now out of. debt pad a

tion or excuse. 

At the head of the list stand the four 
hospitals for the insane—the Northern at 
Elgin ($682,208), the Eastern at Kankakee 
($770,962), the Central at Jacksonville ($384,- 
202), and the Southern at Anna (8485, 284), & 
total of $2,272,736—two and a quarter millions. 
Nor is this all in the same line. Not content 
with four hospitals for the insane, the Legis- 
lature is asked te appropriate $400,000 to the 
„now Northwestern Insane Hospital „and 
680, 000 to the new Southwestern Insane 
Hospital,” and adding this $750,000 to the 
other four we have a total for insane hos- 
pitals of $3,022,736, or more than: half the 
entire revenue of the State! These pre- 
posterous and putrageous demands would 
look as if the hospitals were run upon sort 
of homeopathic plan of lunatics cure lunatics. 

In 1880 the total number of insane persons 
in Illinois was 5,134. It would be fair to esti- 
mate thé present number at 6,000. It will be 
seen from this that the proposition is to ap- 


propriate $500 for each lunatic in the State. 


Assuming every one of them to be a State 
charge this would be extravagant; but asa 
matter of fact only a amali per cent of the 
number should be cared tor at the expense 
of the general public. Many of them have 
ample means of their own, or their imme- 
diate families have, which ought to amount 
to the same thing. Some are kept at home, 
others are in private asylums, and all in- 
mates who are not objects of public charity 
should be paying patients. Then, to, it 
should be remembered that Cook County has 
an insane hospital of ite own. This greatly 
reduces, or should do so, the burden of the 
State. Cook County contains nearly one- 
third of the population of the State, or nearly 
2,000 of the 6,000 insane persons supposed to 
be within our State borders, leaving to the 
rest of the State not over 4,000. To be lib- 
eral, estimate the number at 4,500, and the 
appropriations proposed amount to $844 per 
capita. 

We submit, without going further into de- 
tails in this connection, that a halt must be 
called or the good financial record madé by 
the Republican party in Illinois during the 
last thirty years will be offset by a species of 
boodletsm which will justly alarm the tax- 
paving voters of the State and sow the seeds 
of defeat in 1888. 3 


THE CITY PROHIBITION TICKET. 
The Prohibitionists of Chicago have met in 
convention, nominated a ticket upon which 
they will waste their votes, and passed reso- 


lutions which openly avow their hatred of 


the High-License law and reiterate their an- 
cient platitudes, absurdities, and impossibili- 
ties. “Though thou shouldest bray a fool in 
a mortar among wheat with a pestle, yet will 
not his foolishness depart from him.“ It is 
needless to consider the various candidates 
on the ticket, as they can only poll a small 
fraction of the vote that will be cast. It illus- 
trates, however, the absolute lack of com- 
mon sense which characterizes the Prohibi- 
tionists wherever found. Because they can- 
not have .prohibition on paper in Chicago 
they will cast their votes in the interests of 
freg whisky and Socialism. Rather than 
regulate and restrict an evil where it cannot 
be extirpated they will give it free sweep. 
That is the practical side of political prohibi- 
tion. 

There are certain diseases manifesting 
outward appearance which quack doctors 
affect to cure by driving them in. This is 
the style of treatment which the Prohibition- 
ists would extend to the open saloons. They 
would drive. them in. Under this treatment 
the saloon would be found in the drug store, 
in the social club, in the jug club, in the 


back kitohen, where its ravages would proba- 


bly be worse than when it was in the open 
state; and this these brethren call *‘ temper- 
arice,”’ and this is their potent method of 
curing intemperance. This has been the ex- 
perience in every community opposed to pro- 
hibition where an attempt has been made to 
stop men from drinking by legislative com- 
pulsion. Says the Rev. Stoughton: “To 
‘* legalize and license the liquor’, evil is to 
prepare the way for an empire by corrupt- 
ing the commonalty. „ This sophistry is the 
favorit argument of the Prohibitionist—that 
if the liquor traffic were “ unlicensed,” i. e., 
untaxed, then it would be unlawful! It does 
not seem to be possible to force it through 
the dense prejudice or ignorance of Prohibi- 
tuonists that every man under the common 
law has the right to traffic in liquor 
where no restriction is imposed by 
law. Suppose that one after the other— 
high heense, local option, and the 
Dramstop act—was repealed in this State 
this session, then every saloonkeeper and 


everybody would have the lawful right un- 


der the common law to sell liquor. Liquor- 
selling can never be illegal until a statute 
law forbids it, because it is legal at common 
law. Hence the Lilinois laws have reversed 
this common law doctrine and have pro- 
hibited every person from selling liquor ex- 
cept with the consent of the various munici- 
pal authorities and under certain severe con- 
ditious, among them the imposition of a 
heavy tax for permitting them to do what 
they had the legal mght to do and were freely 
doing before the restriction was imposed. 
Thus practical prohibition is made the law of 
the State. 

The law. furnishes every n in- 
cluding Chicago, with all the prohibition the 
majority want or will try toenforce. Conse- 
quently the people of any locality who desire 
to try the experiment of prohibition have 
only to select men who will refuse licenses— 
that is, to impose a tax on the business—and 
carry out their wishes. If the sentiment of 
the majority of the community is opposed to 
it prohibition will be no remedy, because it 


can't be enforced against the popular will, as 


has been shown in every community where it 
has been tried under these circumstances. 
The only help in such cases is to educate that 
sentiment in the right direction. 

No law can cure a man of the drinking 
habit or allay his thirst for liquor. Nothing 
but personal temperance can effect that. But 
say the Prohibitionists in their resolutions: 
% We believe that the abolition of the drink 
“traffic would solve the labor problem, re- 
* lieve the city of an immense burden of tax- 
te ation, secure municipal reform, and settle 
e most of the embarrassing public questions.“ 


Their statement would have been nearer the 


truth had they put it in this way: We be- 
“lieve that if we could get all the wage- 
„workers, and all their employers, and all 
the patrons of saloons into the Methodist or 
“any other church, saturate them with its 
„% doctrines, reform and purify their natures, 
keep the evil and all its temptations away 
“from them, then they would not drink.” 
There is but one way of converting men from 
the drink-evil, and that is by moral means, to 
personally reform them. This is the work 
in which Moody and Murphy are engaged. 
They go down to the very root of this 
evil and seek to make the man over, 
and they are meeting with good success. 
But who among all these Prohibitionist Phar- 
isees, preaching temperance in the public 
places and broadening their phylacteries, 
have lenta helping hand to these two ear- 
nest evangelists seeking to save men from 
wickedness and intemperance! Not one. 
They are too busy holding political conven- 
tions and nominating political tickets for the 
ambition and profits of office. While the real 
temperance men of the State are seeking to 
banish this evil by prohibition where prohi- 
bition can be enforced, and to restrict it by 
be en- 
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| forced, and while such men as 
Murphy are lending their help to 
educate the public sentiment to a higher and 
better plane, these political Prohibitionists 
are playing into the hands of the advocates 


of free whisky. 
- SELECTING JURORS. 


— 


NE 


Chairman Klehm seems to be u law unto him- 
self and his associates of the County Board. 
The statutes of Illinois explicitly point out 
how such jurors shall be selected, as follows: 

At the meeting of the Couuty Board in the 
respective counties in this State in Septem- 
ber such board shall select from such list 
(containing one-tenth of the legal voters of 
the county) a number of persohs for each 
trial term of ‘the Circuit and other courts of 
record, except County Courts and in 
the County of Cook 200 for each term of the 
Circuit and Superior Courts of Cook County, 
and 100 for the Criminal Court of Cook 
County for each trial term to serve as petit 
jurors.“ 

The statute further provides that a list 
of the jurors so selected shall be kept in the 
office of the County Clerk, who shatl write 
the name and residence of each person se- 
lected on a separate ticket and put the whole 
in a box to be kept for such purpose.” The 
statute tnen provides that the petit jurors 
shall be sélected from the names in the box, 
after it Kas been well shaken, by the clerks 
of the respective courts—thirty for each two 
weeks for each Judge. The statute also pro- 
vides that as often as one list has been ex- 
hausted another list shall be furnished as 
above prescribed. 

Now, how does Klehm and ‘bis friends 
among the Commissioners interpret this law! 
They say that the lists shall be made out, not 
from the poll-book containing the names of 
the legal voters, but from the directory, and, 
at the suggestio1 of the individual Commis- 
sioners, by an employé of the board. They 
aiso insist, in direct violation of the law, on 
making up a supplementary list before the 
regular list is exhausted, and this not in ses- 
sion ot the board, but individually or in a 
caucus of the Commissioners of the com- 
bine.”’ 

County-Clerk Wulff says that a few days 


ago Iwas furnished with a supplemental list 


of jurors.” This list was not agreed on or 
selected, in accordance with the statute, from 
the legal voters at a reguiar or special session 
of the board. Individual Commissioners 
made up the list. Mr. Reformer Kienm. tells 
how. He says: 


The list is made out this way: Some man who 
is desirous of sérving on a jury takes his Com- 
— meg to task for not - tting him on the 

Hat list. He is a good, honest man and ca- 
pa le, and the Domantanionee hands in his name 
n order to do him a favor and give him an op- 
portunity to earn a few dollars. 


The Commissioner gives the opportuni- 
ty” by handing the name to some clerk, 
without ever inquiring whether the name 
represents a voter. The name is put into 
the box. From this the panel is selected. Of 
course the juror is a good, honest, capable 
man.“ Such good, honest men as Klehm, 
“Buck” McCarthy, Brother-in-law Geils, 
Farmer McClaughrey, et al., would draw 
none but good, honest men.“ Unsophis- 
ticated Kiehm! Klehm also ignores the fact 
that it is illegal to request to be drawn as a 
juror. But the Chairman of the County 
Board ignores many things. 

His methods and those of his associates are 
irregular and illegal, and they naturally give 
rise to the suspicion that those self-same 


‘methods are resorted to for sinister purposes. 


Kiehm shouts: “The law says the jurors 
shall be selected by the County Board.“ 80 
it does. But the County Board is not Klehm, 
nor Klehm's son, nor any individual Commis- 
sioner. The law Also explains wifén and how 
the supplemental list is made out. Klehm is 
familiar with this law, but he has not obeyed 
it. The whole system of selecting, or rather of 
manipulating, jurors under the Klehm board 
is vicious and unlawful. It looks, moreover, 
as though the Comimissioners had begun to 
pack the panel in view of future contin- 
gencies. 

The methods of the boodlers once again 
point to the necessity for the enactnient of 
the Jury Commussion bill now before the 
General Assembly. It ought to be actively 
pushed and become law before the boodlers 
go to Joliet to join Joe Mackin and. Bill 
Gallagher. 


THE YEREES ORDINANCES. 

Ald. Clarke, Chairman of the Railroad 
Committee of the City Council, during the 
discussion of the Yerkes ordinances before 
that body Friday maintained that the Council 
ought not to grant permission for track-lay- 
ing on any street where the consentof the 
owners of one-half the abutting property can- 
not be obtained for the same, the decision of 
the Appellate Court to the contrary notwith- 
standing, as that decision has been appealed 
tothe Supreme Court. This isthe proper 
stand to take. It is to be hoped that a major- 
ity of the members of the Council will sus- 
tain Mr. Clarke in the matter. Mr: Yerkes, 
too, says. he does not want to lay his tracks 
on streets where half the propertv-owners 
object. The Council ought certainly to take 
the gentleman at his word, for from present 
appearances Mr. Yerkes does not intend to 
act on it unless compelled to do so. 

The more his ordinances and so-called peti- 
tions are examined the more apparent does it 
become that he does not mean to stop at 
trifles to accomplish his ends. What he 
wants, as pointed out héretofore, is a loop by 
way of Monroe. from La Salie to Dearborn, 
on Dearborn to Michigan street, and on the 
latter thoroughfare back to Clark street and La 
Salle avenue. There are no petitions accom- 
panying the ordinance for the right of way 
on Jackson and Market streets, or that por- 
tion of Monroe street between La Salle and 
Market. These ordinances, unaccompanied 
by petitions, were put in merely as blinds. 
It was not intended to push them, and yet a 
loop by way of Monroe west from La Balle, 
south on Market, and returning to La Salle by 
way of Jackson street would be far leas ob- 
jectionable than the one that Yerkes is try- 
ing to get the franchise for. The route is 
through the wholesale district except for one 
block on Jackson and one on Monroe. It 
would not greatly incommode travel and a 
single track would hardly interfere with 
traffic. 

On the other hand, the Dearborn street 
route would greatly interfere with travel and 
traffic, traversing as it does the busiest retail 
thoroughfare next to Clark and State streets 
in the city. Besides, Dearborn is the only 
untracked north and south street in the busy 
portion of the South Side. It is the only 
carriageway left. It would be an act of van- 
dalism to put double cable tracks on it. It 
would be an outrage against public conven- 
ience. The so-called petition for right of 
way on.this street which Mr. Yerkes has ob- 
tained is said to be that signed for the now 
defunct company organized by some of the 
property-owners. According to Ald. Dixon 
many of them now Wish to withdraw their 
signatures from the petition. As far as the 
Monroe street part of the loop 1s concerned 
Mr. Yerkes has not obtained the signatures 


of a majority of the owners. There are 1,280 


feet of frontage and the signers only repre- 
sent 500 feet. The Aldermen can satisfy 
themselves as to the truth of this 
statement. Further, it may be pointed 


out that in order to obtain the colorable half | 


on Dearborn street, Mr. Yerkes proposes to 
extend his line down to Polk street, though 
probably not intending to use the tracks 
from Monroe to Pola to any great extent. 
The signatures of the property-owners along

ride the objectors along the other portion. 

From what has been said it js apparent that 
Yerkes and his friend Colvin need careful 
watching during the discussion of these ordi- 
nances. The Railroad Committee will do 
woll to think a long time before recommend- 
ing any one of them. It will probably be 
impossible to pass on them before the mu- 
nicipal election. The Aldermen will doubt 
less fight shy of such action. Mr. Yerkes is 
merely trying to enrich a syndicate of Phila- 
delphians at the expensé of the property- 
owners of _ Chicago. 


THE fisheries doa tention which was held at 
Gloucester, Mass., the 23d alt. was an event 
of considerable importance. All branches of 
the fishery business from Eastport, Me., to 
Florida were represented by the 226 delegates 
in attendance. The resolutions passed called 
for the same protection of the fisheriés by 
the National Government that is extended to 
every other producing industry; that the 
compétition of foreign fishermen, sustained 
by bounties and locally untaxed, witn Ameri- 
can fishermen, who haye no bounties and are 
taxed at every point, is both unjust and un- 
patrioti¢; that the privilege of taking fish 


within the three-milé hmit is of no value, 


and that the action of Canada under the 
treaty of 1818 is a declaration of non-inter- 
course assumed for political purposes; and 
that the Canadian interpretation of the treaty 
has been boldly avowed as intended to drive 
Anjtrican vessels from their waters, and that 
it is the duty of the Government to put a suf- 
ficient armed force there to prevent these 
outrages. The following resolution states 
the position of the American fishermen very 
clearly: 


hesolved, That the American fishermen do not 
desire, neither do they use, the inside waters of 
Canuda for the taking of any fish; in years pst, 
under reciprocity treaties, a few mackeref only 
were taken inshore by the hfind-line process. 
Under the present system of seining it cannot be 
pursued inshore and mackerel do not frequent 
tne shore as formerly, and any statement to the 
poner 80 far as American fishermen are con- 
cerned 3 simply false. But we do justly com- 
plain that our vessels, when under a permit to 
touch and trade at foreign ports, are refused the 
right by Canadian officials to buy Supplies or any 
article whatever: being an absolute act of non- 
intercourse und a refusal to recognize the official 
authority of the United States, given under the 
seul of the Government. 


Before adjourning, the convention organ- 
ized itself into a permanent union, to be 
known as “The National Fishing Associa- 
tion,” elected officers, and committees, and a 
board of eighteen directors for nine of the 
Atlantic coast States, the object of the asso- 
ciation being the care and protection of the 
fishing industry. It is undeerstood that the 
American Fishery Union will still continue 
its organization and act with the National 
Association. 

At the meeting of the City Council Monday 
night it was agreed to pay the West Side 
(Billings’) company for gas at the rate of 
$1.50 per 1,000 cubic feet, and that five-foot 
burners should be used. At the same time 
it was agreed to use four-foot burners for the 
South and North Sides, and to pay but $1 per 
1,000. Now why should five-foot burners be 
used in the West Division while only four- 
foot burners are used in the two other divis- 
ions of the city? It is surely more important 
that the business portion of the South Side 
should be well Uluminated than that the prai- 
ries of the West Side should be. Four-fot 
burners are found sufficient in the region of 
high buildings and shadowed streets. Five- 
fogt burners are demanded for the half-built 
up streets of the West Side. The vote of the 
Aldermen on this proposition was as follows:

If he veto the ordi- 
nance the following gentlemen whose terms 
expire this spring will hardly insist on the 
five-foot burners while the other two divis- 
ions use the four: Appleton, Mahoney, 
Weber, Revere, Doerner, Simons, Lyke, Eis- 
feldt, Severin, and Linn. Appeals to Hull 
are thrown away, as he dares not seek re- 
election. Their constituents should watch 
the other fellows. But let us have the veto, 
Mr. Mayor.

THE appeal of the Chicago Women's Club 


to the Cook County Judges to appoint capable, 


humane, and honest men as Justices of the 
Peace this year ought not to pass unheéded. 
It is notorious that nearly half the present 
Justices are mentally or morally unfit for the 


positions they hold. They have abused their 


offices. They have utilized them to bleed 
litigants and to defeat justice. Some of them 
are ignorant of the law. Others knowing 
the law have perverted it. The proceedings 
in their courts have been legal travesties. 
Their decisions have in many instances been 
but the declaration of the wishes of 
Aldermen and other persons having 
political influence. It is only about a 
week ago that one of those Justices 
permitted a boy of murderous proclivities—a 
Chicago Jesse Pomeroy—to go scot free, 
though it was proved be had savagely stabbed 
a companion, and it was his N offense of 
the-kind! Such encouragement of crime by 
Justices is a matter of frequent occurrence. 

It is not at all creditable to the Judges of 
Cook County that such persons should have 
been appointed by them toadmunister justice. 
There is certainly need for a radical change. 

If the Judges do not act properly in this mat- 
ter there will be an appeal to the Governor 
and the State Senate. Half the present 
Justices ought to be reiegated to private life. 


Tus Fire and Water Committee of the 
Common Council has agreed to report favor- 
ably on Hildreth’s ordinance for the separa- 
tion of the collection and assessment divis- 
ions of the Water Department. This seems 
to bea mistake. It means the creation of ad- 
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ditional offices — — 
Ust. It is well known now that the Water 
Department is most expensively adminis- 
tered— that the cost of collection amounts to 
about 12 per cent of the receipts. The pro- 
posed’ division will add to this cost—will 
probably run it up to 15 per cent. There is 
ample room for reform in the management of 
the Water-Office, but reform will not be 
brought about by the creation of additional 
offices and the increase of salaries., The re- 
port of the Fire and Water Committee ought 
to be rejected.

ON HIS COURSE. 


of Russia's Emperor—The

Most of the foreign correspondents agree 
that the immediate danger of an outbreak of 
war is over, but there is a slight check to this 
opinion in the result of the Alsace-Lorraine 
elections. There is also a distinct class of 
observers whose view is founded on very 
grave circumstances, and who declare that 
the real danger comes from Russia. There 
are several ominous signs of th 2 temper of the 
Czar. The first of these is the information, 
which comes from Constantinople, that Rus- 
sian agents have endeavored to organize a mil- 
itary revolt against the Bulgarian regency. 
The attempt has entirely failed, but will 
probably be renewed. A second sign is the 
massing of very large bodies of troops, espe- 
cially Cossacks, on the Gallician frontier. 


‘The third is a mééting of Russian Generals 


at St. Petersburg, Which Was summoned for 
this month. The most serious of all is the 
news, which is already bruited abroad, in the 
Polish press that the long-contemplated su- 
persession of De Giers is about to 
take place. His successor is to be 
Pobiedonostchieff, who is one of the 
triumvirate of reactionary Pan-Slavists 
who have the Czar’s sympathy, and practi- 
cally rule Russia and govern her foreign 
policy. The statement is even made that 
Russia has definitly determined on war, and 
is simply waiti a chance to attack some 
pore of the Austrian frontier. This is the 
blackest spot in the horizon. The brightest 
is the prospect of a strong alliance between 
Italy and the two German Powers. Italian 
parties are divided as to the wisdom of snuh 
an alliance, but it is safe to say that it is 
more probable at this moment than at any 
period within the last two years, | 


| The Bulgarian Revolution.

OUT OF ITS FINANCIAL TROUBLE. 


The Town of Evansville Succeeds in Placing 
Its Bonds. 

EVANSVILLE, Ind., March 1.—The City 
Council this afternoon passed an ordinance 
to carry into effect its agreement with C. H. 
Vennor, a prominent Boston banker, which 
was definitly concluded Monday night, 


| after three weeks of excited negotia- 


tion and controversy. By this arrange- 
ment Vennor agrees to place $650,000 of 
new twenty-five year 5 per cent bonds, to re- 
deem an equal amount of principal and un- 
paid interest of 7 per cent wharf and re- 
demption bonds, also $375,000 twenty year 4! 
per cent bonds, to redeem an equal amount o 
principal and unpaid interest of 6 per cent 
redemption bonds, semi-annual interest on 
new bonds dating from Jan. 1, 1887. Vennor’s 
original 1 included $705,000 princi- 
pal an unpaid interest of railroad 
aid bonds, now .in litigation in the United 
States Supreme Court. but there’ was so 
much opposition amongst taxpayers that the 
Superior .Court temporarily enjoined the 
Council paying them, and Vennor with- 
drew that part of the proposition. These are 
Evansville, Henderson & Nashville and 
Evansville, Carmi & Paducah 7 per cent 
bonds. 
A home syndicate— Heilman, Mackey, Cook, 
and Gilbert—agree to redeem $387,000 water- 
works bonds, principal and unpaid interest, 
and take new 5 per cent, twenty-five year 
bonds therefor, the city to have two years in 
which to borrow on lower interest. The ar- 
rangement seems to be satisfactory all round, 
and lifts a financial cloud from Evansville.

It seems to me that, looking at our legis]a- 
tion for the last twenty-five years, there has 
grown up a class of politicians who think 
that government can direct the industries 
of our people better than the people them- 
selves. 

Our legislation in Congress proves this. It 
has been directed to building up industries 
by giving advantages to one man or corpora- 
tions that others do not have. Part of the 


people are taxed to help the other part—an 


inequality of conditions not in accord with 
the spirit or intent of the fundamental prin- 
ciples 6f our Government. This Government 
interference is paternalism. 

The Government places a duty on an im- 
ported article. so as to increase the price of 
the article made here, compelling the buyer 
to work more time than he otherwise would 
to purchase the same article if the Govern- 
ment did not exercise this paternal care to 
the favored ones. We have to submit. If 
we protest we are answered by the plea it is 
protection to “American industry.” But 
protection lowers the price of manufactured 

1 Yes,so it does when there is a big 
glut in the home market, but it brings 
misery in its train—men and women out of 
work, mills stopped, mines closed, strikes, 
riots, militia led out, etc. Too much 
protection.“ 


he farmers of the United States are today 
between the upper and nether millstones of 


paternalism, the injustice that compels them 
to face the competition of all the world, and 
the fatherly care of other industries by high 
duties so they shall not suffer from the 
world’s. competition. Grown to manhood, 
paternalism still protects“ them and keeps 
them safe and secure from the strife and 
contests that fall to the lot of the agricult- 
ural products of the country. 

The farmers may stand up under these con- 
ditions for a time, put it is only a question of 
time when this government interference with 
our forei commerce—restricting it as it 
does by high duties, obstacjes in the way of 
a free exchange of products, reducing our ex- 

rts, throwing our surplus of farm products 

ack on the home market, making low prices 
and hard times, compelling the farmer to sell 
ata price fixed in the open market of the 
world, and buy at prices raised by this gov- 
ernment interference—will ultimately result 
in ruin to the agricultural interests as surely 
as night follows day.

LEAVING OUT THE GUN TEST SECTION. 


An Important Omission in the New Defense 
Bill. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Feb. 28.—In the bill to 
provide forthe public defense reported by 
Mr. Bragg from the Committee on Military 
Affairs of the House appears an innocent- 
looking parenthesis composed of the follow- 
ing apparently ‘“‘ innocuous” words: (“Sec. 
2 of an act making appropriations for forti+i- 
cations and other works of defense and the 
armament thereof, approved July 5, 1884, is 
hereby repedied.’’) 

Now let us examine this “cat in th3 meal 


tub“ and find out what is its true inwardness. 
What isthis “Sec. 2” referred to? Why, 


it is simply a wise provision of Coneress | 


to make certain the ns made for the 
defense of the cotfntry would really defend, 
and would not burst in the heat of battie, 
killing our own men and disarming our own 
forts. 

The section was as follows: 

Sec. 2. That hereafter all rified cannon of any 
particular material. calibre, or kind, made at the 
cost of the United States, shall be publicly sub- 
jected to the proper test, including such rapid 
firing as a like gun would be likely to be subject- 
ed to in actual battle, for the determination of 
the endurance of the same to the satisfaction of 
the President of the United States or such per- 
sons as he may select; and he is authorized to 
select not to exveed five persons, who shall be 
skilled in such. matters; and if such guns shall 
not prove satisfactory they shall not be put to 
use in the Government service,
